His entreaties finally 
prevailed and last November prepara- 
tious began by freezing the middle 
finger of the left hand, removing the 
nail and destroying its matrix with 
nitric acid so that no nail would grow 
again. Two flaps were raised from 
the surface of the nailless ftnger end, 
December 12th, the patient being 
under the influence of an anesthetic, 
aud were stitched to flaps raised from 
the face, the end of the fioger being 
placed in a socket made in the skin 
where the nose had been. The whole 
was then kept in place by plaster of 
peris bandages, the patient being also 
kept under the influence of morphine. 
The extemporized nose is already koit- 
ing into place, and the digital arteries 
having been tied up, the finger is to 
be amputated at the middle joint, and 
the wonderful new nose will be com- 
plete.

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The ünancie -, editor of thé Philadel- 
phia Ledger states, on the authority of 
that the notes of the

manufactured for nearly two hundred 
ars by the sawe family, the Portals, 
rotestant refeyees. So carefully is 
the paper prepared, that even the num- 
ber of dips into the pulp made by 
each wor „is registered on a dial 
by machinery, and the sheets are care- 
fully osanted and booked to each per- 
son through whose hands they pass. 
The printing is done by a most curious 
in Mr. Coe’s department with- 
ia the bank building. There is an 
elaborate arrangement for securing 
that no note shall be exactly liko any 
other in existence. Consequently there 
never was a duplicate of a Bank of 
England note except by forgery. Ac- 
cording to the City Press, the stock of 
paid notes of seven years is about 94,- 
000,000 in number, and they fill 
18,000 boxes, which, if placed side by 
side, would reach three miles. The 
notes placed in a pile would be eight 
miles high; or if joined end to end 
would make a ribbon 15,000 miles 
long; their superficial extent is more 
than that of Hyde Park; their original 
value was over $15,000,000,000, their 
weight over 112 tons.

A geotleman from Pyramid Lake 
informs a GAzeTTE represen‘ative that 
Indian Ageot Spencer has served

The agent as- 
serts that they are ‘living ‘within the 
limits of the reservation. The last 
agent never claimed that Whitehead 
and Mullin were on the reservation. 
They are living about three miles 
from the lake and eighteen from the 
reservation house. 

The Pyramid Lake Indian Reserva- 
tion was surveyed in 1865 by Eugene 
Monroe, but the proclamation was not 
issued until 1874.

THE LASWELL MURDER.

_» Fitzgerald Captured. 


Particulars of Fitegerald’s Arrest-The 
Death of Lassen What is Known of 
the Deceased— His Dying Statement— 


Auswer. 


Barty Fitzgerald was captured 
about 4 o'clock Tuesday afternuem by 
Sheriff Walker, aud his deputy J. 
Chamberlain. Fitzgerald was found 
in a hole under the flour of a cabin on 
the north bank of the river, abeut 


It was formerly occupied by Lyman 
Gutchiss, now io jail for cohabitting 
with a squaw. Barney had frequently 
visited Gutchiss there and knew of the 
hole under the floor. The cabin was 
visited by the officers un Sunday apd 
searched, but they. did not know. of 
the hole and Failed to find the ftgi- 
tive. Monday the sheriff . asked 
Gutchies if there was any cellar to the 
cabin, aod when he learned that there 
was a small pit underthe floor he at 
once started out with Chamberlain to 
look for his manthere,. Arrived at the 
place, they lifted up a board in the floor 
nder a bunk, and thrustiog in their 


“Don’t shoot, III come out.“ He 


then came out and surreudered himself 
In his breast poeket, 
found a revolver, with two chambers 
empty, one that had missed fire, and 
the others loaded. The officers at once 
took their prisoner to the county jail. 
He was very cool and self-possessed. 


DEATH OF LASWELL. 


Tom Laswell died about 6 o'clock last 
Tuesday. Shortly before his death 
the capture of Fitzgerald was made, 
known to him. He had been con- 
stantly asking for news of Barney. 
When the dying man at ‘last heard 
that his murderer was in the clutches 
of the law, he said: Then I am satis- 
fied,” and shortly afterward expired. 
Before his death he made under oath, 
the following statement : 


LASWELL 8S DEPOSITION. 


The following is the substance of 
the deposition of the deceased: Was 
born in [ilinois, am about 43 years 
old; was shot by B. Fitzgerald; know 
of no cause for the shooting; Fitz- 
gerald called me out of the house and 
asked me fora loan of some money: 1 
told him that I was going away and 
had po movey to spare; we came back 
into the d ouse and 1 stopped at the 
south end of the counter, and Fitzger- 
ald stopped new the north end; Fitz- 
gerald pulled out his pistol, and with- 
out any warning or anything to ex- 
cite my fears or attract my attention, 
shot me and afterwards shot at me 
again, and tried to shout the third 
time but the pistol failed to fire, after 
which he ran out and I did hot see 
him afterward. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT THE DECEASED. 


From a former partner of Luswell’s, a 
GAZETTE reporter Tuesday learned 
the following particulars: Laswell was 
born in or near Egypt, IIlinois, and 
once lived in Missouri. He was taken 


to California at an early age and was 
brought up in Marysville. He worked 
in this state asa teamster and was 
once employed by J. E. Jones, also 
by Hank Blanchard. He also work- 
for Pritchard in Eureka. Laswell 
never committed any crime, but in 
1871 he was ordered out of Virginia 
City by the vigilantes because of his ass- 
ociations with rough characters. He 
was at that time arrested ona charge of 
robbingia stage on the Geiger grade, but 
proved his innocence and was dis- 
charged from custody. He has two 
brothers and two sisters living, as also 
is his fatber and probably his mother. 
He has 4 relative, it is thought a sis- 
ter, in Susanville. The reporter's in- 
formant stated that Fitzgerald had 
entertained a grudge for Laswell ever 
since the fair last fall, when the latter 
made a very severe remark con- 
cerning bim 


THE CORONER'S INQUEST.
